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It would be true to say that both the Parish Council and the 
Residents Association were in total accord with the views of 
the great majority of villagers concerning the outbreak of 
vandalism which took place during the weekend of the 11th-1l2th 
September. 24 trees, many. of them mature, healthy. specimens 
representing 2 large part of our investment in the future of 
our village, were damaged, most of them beyond hope of rescue. 
The football goalposts were broken irreparably, the cricket 
nets damaged, and a window in the Church Centre broken. 
Outrage would not be too strong a word to describe the views 
being expressed in the village during the: days that followed, 
with many people being particularly distressed by the damage 
to the trees. The Parish Council is very. grateful to those 
people who took immediate action to try to salvage come of the 
trees. Replacement trees will be purchased-and planted as soon 
as possible, in order that the sad and sorry sight of broken 
trees may not remain as a testimony to one of the very few 
unhappy aspects of life in Bar Hill. 


Thanks to prompt action by the police, prosecutions-will be 
brought and we await their findings. We are sure that we 


“speak for everyone when we say that all of us sincerely hope 


that this wanton destruction will never again be repeated in 
our village and that -the shame and sadness of that weekend may 
not be experienced again.

He suggested the planting of trees in | 
four main areas of the village, namely alongside the perimeter 
road towards Lolworth, the area at the top of the village east 
of the allotments site, the southern and eastern fringes of 
the Village Green alongside the Village Hall, and the grassed 
aren at the front of Hollytrees. Grant aid will be available 
from the County Council end the Countryside Commission. The 
Parish Council decided to proceed with the scheme and planting 
will take place on the Village Green and Lolworth boundary'‘ 
sites this winter, with the remaining two areas being under- 
teken the following winter.

2) It is not true that countries such as Poland, Hungary 
and Czechoslovakia are buffer states.

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Soviet Eastern European satellite states have expanded the 
Soviet Union's defensive wall by a thousand miles to the west, 
thus increasing by this cistance the lines of communication of 
any western invasion of Russia herself.

Given the y;reponderance of Soviet armaments in Central Europe

- 1 in artillery, and 2.3 - 1 in fixed wing tactical aircraft), 

can it be said, as Professor Cornford believes that the 
intentions of the Soviet Union are mainly defensive? ‘Insofar 
as controlling more territory is concerned, it is inconceiv- 
able that Russia should wish to control more ‘territory 
directly.
